Mr. Tyrold revered while 
he softened the rigid virtues of his wife, who adored while 
she fortified the tender feelings of her husband. 

(b) Mr. and Mrs. Tyrold's principles were the same, 
but their tempers were as different as possible. Mr. 
Tyrold saw the faults of all, but was severe only to his own ; 
but his wife, though equally good in heart, was of such a 
fiLrm mind that nothing affected its sense of duty. Her 
husband was her standard, and she judged all others by it. 
The result coidd scarcely be always good, as even the love 
of right misleads fallible mortals when they aim at per- 
fection. But this difference of disposition did not prevent 
them from loving one another, and so they were happy. 
He revered her firmness, she adored his humanity; he 
softened her, and she strengthened him. 

These are not of course meant to be taken as the only 
ways or the best ways of shortening the paragraphs given 
in the * Precis Book,* but merely as specimens of the manner 
in which they ought to be done.

in the Black Sea of regulations as to 
stowage of grain cargoes similar to those 
enforced at Montreal and New York. The 
April 24, 1876. F. O. then referred the letter to the Board 
July 12, 1876. of Trade for their opinion. In their re^ly 

the Board stated that they hesitated to 
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advise a representation to the Russian 
Government on the subject, as (1) they 
had not copies of the rules at Montreal 
and New York, and were doubtful if rules 
for one port would apply to another; 
(2) to invite foreign Governments to make 
rules for British shipping might be im- 
politic ; (3) that general regulations would 
affect ships of other nations, and special 
regulations for British ships might injure 
British commerce ; (4) that underwriters 
and shipowners could do much to effect 
the desired object without Government 
interference. The Board added that they 
were in communication with Lloyd's with 
regard to (4). The F. 0. then wrote a 
July 17. letter to Lloyd's, embodying this letter 
July 21. &om the B. of T., and Lloyd's replied 
stating that they did not mean to suggest 
a special, but a general, regulation for all 
flags, and enclosed a copy of a letter to 
the B. of T., in which they contend 
• that the regulation of the stowage of 
grain cargoes is a matter for Govern- 
ment interference and not for underwriters, 
who were not really concerned, as payment 
for insurance was regulated by the risk. 
They point out that the rules at New 
York, though made by underwriters, are 
limited to the ships insured by particular 
associated offices, while those at Montreal 
are made by the Government, and are 
general. That a combination like that at 
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New York is only possible in a limited bu- 
siness, and woidd in England transfer the 
market for insurance to other coimtries. 
They also doubt whether a power of control 
amongst underwriters (though apparently 
useful at New York) would be always for 
the advantage of commerce.

Also announcing the appointment of 
Sir Arthur Gordon as the first Governor 
of Fiji, and stating opinion that the esti- 
mates of Sir H. R. for the Administrative 
Staff and Civil Establishment will have to 
be increased when the present is replaced 
by a permanent Government. 

Exercises (G). 

1. Eeaaona why the Government refused, 

(1) That they had no copies of the rules in force in 
Montreal and New York, the enforcement of which by 
the Russian Government was recommended by Lloyd's. 
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(2) That to invite a foreign Government to make regu- 
lations for British shipping would be a dangerous prece- 
dent. 

(3) That if these r^ulations were general they would 
affect ships of other nations, and if specially for British 
ships they might be injurious to British commerce. 

(4) That owners and underwriters might do much to 
ensure safe loading without Government interference. 

Reaaona why Lloyd^s refused. 

(1) That it is not within their power to regulate the 
loading of grain cargoes. 

(2) That they have no direct interest to do so, as the 
payment for insurance is regulated by the risk. 

(3) Lloyd's, in their letter (No. 1), requested the F. O. 
to urge upon the Bussian Government the enforcement 
of rules for the loading of grain in ports in the Black 
Sea. 

2. The reply from the F. 0. (No. 5) contained a para- 
graph from which it might be inferred that Lord Derby 
was doubtful whether Lloyd's meant the rules to be ap- 
plicable to all ships or only to British ships. 

Lloyd's therefore explained (No. 6) that they meant 
the rules to be applicable to all ships. 

3. Messrs. Smith, Sundius, k Co., urged — 

(1) That they represent the underwriters of a portion 
of the cargo of a German vessel (* Turandot ') which had 
been seized by a French cruiser during the Franco-German 
war. 

(2) That by Article No. XIII. of the Treaty of Frank- 
fort the values of the cargoes of prizes not condemned 
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before the 2nd of March, 1871, are to be restored to their 
J owners. 

(3) That as the ' Turandot ' was not condemned, the 
French Government handed over to the Grerman Grovem- 
ment the proceeds of sale of the portion of the cargo owned 
by Germans, to be distributed among those entitled to it. 

(4) That they, having reimbm-sed the shippers of the 
portion of the cargo on which they effected insurance the 
amount for which it was insured, are entitled to claim the 
proceeds of sale of that portion. 

(5) That they have applied to the Crerman Govern- 
ment for payment of their claim, and have been refused. 

(6) That they have exliausted all the means at their 
disposal to obtain payment, and that there has been a 
denial of justice. 

H.M. Government refused — 

(1) Because the underwriters cannot claim to be in a 
better position than the German owner, and the German 
Government cannot be called upon under German law to 
repay the owner. 

(2) That H.M. Government cannot properly question 
the decision of the German authorities. 

4. Two days after the arrival of Sir H. Eobinson at 
Levuka (September 25, 1874) Tbakombau discussed with 
Sir H. B. the question of annexation in all its bearings, 
and expressed himself strongly in favour of unconditional 
cession, observing that * any Fijian Chief who refuses to 
cede cannot have much wisdom. If matters remain as 
they are, Fiji will become like a piece of drift-wood on the 
sea, and be picked up by the first passer-by. ... By an- 
nexation the two races, white and black, will be bor 
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together, and it will be impossible to seTer them. The 
interlacing has come. Fijians as a nation are of an un- 
stable character, and a white man who wishes to get any- 
thing, out of a Fijian, if he does not succeed in his object 
to-day, will try again to-morrow, until the Fijian is either 
wearied out or over-persuaded, and gives in. But law 
will bind us together, and the stronger nation will lend 
stability to the weaker.* 

Thakombau, after two days' discussion in Council with 
the other Chiefs then at Levuka, sent a message to Sir 
H. K. on the 28th that they had come to the following 
resolution : — 

* We give Fiji unreservedly to the Queen of Britain, 
that she may rule us justly and affectionately^ and that 
we may live in peace and prosperity.' 

Thakombau, on the 29th, with the Chiefs considered 
the draft Deed of Cession sent him by Sir H. R., and they 
signed it the next day. 

Thakombau then assisted Sir H. Kobinson in obtain- 
ing the signatures of the other important Chiefs,* accom- 
panying him on a tour of the islands for the purpose of 
bringing the Chiefs to Levuka. In the course of this 
voyage they found a tribal war had broken out between 
two rival Chiefs on the Mathuata coast. Thakombau 
sent for them and restored peace, taking off the Chiefs to 
Levuka, where the remaining signatures were affixed to 
the Deed of Cession on October 10, and a counterpart 
handed to Thakombau, to be retained by him and 
the other high Chiefs as a record. On this occasion Tha- 
kombau presented to Sir H. R. his favourite war-club for 
transmission to H.M., and expressed the following senti- 
ments through an interpreter : — 

* Before finally ceding his country to H.M. the King 
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desires to gire to H.M. tiie onlj thing he po nrjciiocj that 
may interest her. 

* The King gives H.M. his old and fiiToiirite war-club, 
the former, and until lately the only known, law of fljL 

* In abandoning club-law, and adopting the forms and 
principles of civilised countries, he laid by his old weapon 
and covered it with the emblems of peace. Many of his 
people — whole tribes — died and passed away under the 
old law, but hundreds of thousands still survive to learn 
and enjoy the newer and better state of things. With 
this emblem of the past he sends his love to H.M., sayiog 
that he fully confides in her and her children who, suc- 
ceeding her, shall become Kings of Fiji to exercise a 
watchful control over the welfare of his children and 
people/ 

At the final visit paid by Sir H. K. to Thakombau 
and the other Chiefs Thakombau stated that they knew 
that they were now subordinate agents of the British 
Crown, and that any Chief attempting a course of disloy- 
alty must expect to be dealt with on his own merits, and 
not to escape by any subterfuge, or by relying on any 
Fijian customs or upon his high £unily connexions. 

5. The Act shall apply to all Companies properly 
authorised before or after the passing of the Act to con- 
struct or maintain telegraphs in, upon, under, or across 
any gulf, bay, or branch of any sea, or any tidal water, 
within the jurisdiction of Canada, or the shore or bed 
thereof respectively, so as to connect any province with 
any other province of the Dominion, or to extend beyond 
the limits of any province. 

The consent of proprietors and local authorities must 
be obtained before construction of line, and the plans 
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approved by the Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
which may remove any work not so approved. 

This Department is to regtdate the lights and signals 
to be used by the Companies, and may remove any aban- 
doned works, &c., and cause surveys to be made of them 
at the expense of the Company. 

Such expense to be recoverable as a Crown debt. 

Crown lands, &c., may be appropriated by the Com- 
pany with consent of the Governor in Canada, but not 
alienated. 

The property of Provinces may be absolutely acquired 
by the Company. 

* The property of private persons and corporations may 
be acquired, and in case of dispute taken compulsorily to 
the extent of five acres, the provisions of the Railway Act, 
1868, relating to compulsory acquisition of lands being 
made applicable to any Co. under the Act. 

The Company not to exercise any power under the 
Act until the Governor in Council has approved plans 
and surveys of site and location of the telegraph and its 
approaches at the shore, and of its stations, offices, &c,^ on 
land, nor until the Co. have complied with any conditions 
he may think fit to impose. 

Messages to be transmitted in order of receipt and at 
equal and coiTesponding rates, under a penalty of not less 
than 50 nor exceeding 200 dollars ; and payment may be 
collected by Co. in advance. 

Messages for newspapers may be sent out of order and 
at lower rates. 

Priority to be given to messages relating to adminis- 
tration of justice and Government messages. 

6. A fortnight previous to these outrages Mr. Mon- 
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crieff personally warned the Chief Minister of the Govern- 
ment of Guatemala of the violent and unscrupulous 
conduct of Commandant Gonzalez. 

On April 23, about 10 A.M., Mi*. V.-Consul Magee 
received an order to appear at the Comandancia of San 
Jos^, but, as he was unable to walk from a swollen foot, he 
requested the Commandant to excuse his attendance, and 
subsequently, at the request of the Commandant, made a 
statement in writing that he was physically imable to 
attend. 

The next day he was informed that the Commandant 
had threatened publicly to give him 200 lashes, and M. 
Bulnes (the chief civil officer at San Jos^) came to him, as 
he said, to stop the difficulties between the Commandant 
and Mr. Magee, on which he replied that he knew of no 
difficulties between them, but he had heard that the Com- 
mandant had threatened to lash him, and that in future 
he should carry a revolver to protect himself. 

M. Bulnes appears then to have returned to the 
Comandancia and reported this to the Commandant, after 
which Mr. Moncrieff came to enquire why the Command- 
ant had ordered that none of the cargo of the American 
steamer * Arizona,' which had arrived that morning, 
should be landed. After a violent scene, in which both 
the Commandant and M. Bulnes grossly insulted Mr. 
Moncrieff, the Commandant shook his fist in Mr. M.'s 
face, threatened to lash and shoot him, and added, 
* As for your friend Magee, I will send for him now and 
give him 500 lashes, and we will see if he will interfere 
with me again.' The Commandant then sent a guard 
with orders to bring Mr. Magee to the Comandancia, and 
if he resisted to shoot him, and placed Mr. Moncrieff 
under arrest. In about a quartei* of an hour Mr. Magee 
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was carried to the Comandancia by the gtiard, he not 
being able to walk, and the Commandant presented a rifle 
at his head and ordered him to deliver np his revolrer, 
using abominable langnage. Mr. Magee was not allowed 
to speak, and on taking his revolver &om his pocket it^ 
was struck out of his hand by a bayonet ; and he was 
dragged up the stairs, where the Commandant struck him 
several times over the head with his hand whilst the sol- 
diers pushed him into the Comandancia. Then the Com- 
mandant continued his abusive language, threatened his 
life with a revolver, struck him in the face with it, and 
spat in his face ; he also accused him of injuring him with 
the Government and threatening to assassinate him. On 
Mr. Magee denying this politely, but firmly, the Com- 
mandant said that, whether he were misinformed or no, he 
had gone too far to go back, that he hated him because 
he would not associate with him, that he would give him 
500 lashes, close the telegraph office, and that in the four 
days that would elapse before any interference &om the 
capital could take place he would flog him to death and 
buiy him, and when the forces came from the capital 
he would resist as long as he could and then set fire to 
the whole place. 

After reasoning with him in vain Mr. Magee was 
left in charge of sentries for two hours, when the 
Commandant returned and removed him to a more 
strongly guarded room, where he was kept till three 
o'clock. In the meantime Mr. Moncrieff had been re- 
leased, and found the telegraph office had been closed. At 
three M. Koltenius, a German gentleman, came and ex- 
postulated with the Commandant, and then Mr. Edwin 
James, the American Consxdar Agent, delivered an official 
protest against his proceedings, which the Commandant 
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threw on the groimd and stamped upon, threatening Mr. 
James with personal violence. 

Shortly after Mr. James lelt Mr. Magee was brought 
out by an armed force into the common guard-room, and, 
notwithstanding his protest against such treatment of a 
British subject and a British Yice-Consul, was stripped, 
thrown on the ground, and held by about fifteen soldiers, 
kneeling on his arms, head, and shoulders, whereby he 
received injuries in his chest. He then received 100 
lashes with sticks about half an inch in diameter and 
about four feet long, many of which were broken on him, 
the soldiers being changed at every ten strokes to keep up 
the force of the blows, and several being themselves beaten 
for not striking hard enough. Then the Commandant 
ordered a rest, and offered a glass of brandy to Mr. Magee, 
which he declined. 

After about 110 more lashes the Commandant placed 
him in confinement without food till the morning. The 
surgeon of the troops applied water and vinegar once to 
his wounds, no other dressing being allowed. At nine the 
Commandant came and ridiculed him, telling him that he 
would feel better in the morning, as he would then receive 
400 lashes more ; ordered a fresh supply of sticks to be 
cut, and instructed the sentry to shoot him if he moved. 
Diudng the night the Commandant visited him twice, 
once with a loaded revolver, and asked why he should not 
finifth him. In the course of the night Mr. Magee appears 
to have received intelligence that General Solares had 
been sent from the capital to save him, and would arrive 
at daybreak, and to have managed to send a note to Mr. 
Moncrieff asking him to go out on the road to meet him 
and warn him to be careful, as the Commandant would 
shoot him if he knew it. At six he was ordered to get up, 

£ 
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and was forced into the guard room and was again seized 
by the Commandant's order, and the flogging was about 
to recommence, when he prevailed upon the Commandant 
to listen to him ; and after about an hour's conversation, 
and the retirement of the Commandant for twenty minutes 
to reflect, he agreed to spare Magee on receiving funds 
from him to defray his own departure in the * Arizona.' 
Mr. Edwin James was then called in to obtain the money, 
and after an hour's vacillation the Commandant started for 
the steamer and ordered the release of Magee. 

On arriving at the steamer he was shot at, severely 
wounded, and obliged to return to land, when he was 
taken prisoner by General Solares, who had meanwhile 
arrived from the capital with troops. 

7. The main difference between the condition of * liber- 
tos' and free men is that they have to work imder contract 
for a year, at the end of which time they will be entirely 
free. They are paid at a fixed rate, a day varying^ with 
the current rate of wages ; they are paid for overtime, and 
sometimes by the piece. The wages are high — on the 
estates from 50 to 62 cents a day, with one good meal a day 
and free lodging. Many make five dollars a week, with 
overtime. In towns, where they are employed as cooks, 
house servants, &c., their wages are firom five to eight 
dollars a month, and, if well conducted, they are allowed 
to have their own homes and sleep there. On the estates 
they are prefeired to other labourers, as they will work on 
feast days. Their hours of work are the same as those of 
other labourers — ^viz. from sunrise to sunset, and Sundays 
free. The authorities favour them rather than their em- 
ployers ; their contracts are binding on one as well as the 
other, and they can change them for just reasons. The 
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employers treat them well, are not allowed to beat or 
imprison them, and when they are punished by the autho- 
rities they are treated as free men.

1. The Duke of Burgundy, after the defeat of his army, 
tried to escape from his enemies by swimming his horse 
across the lake. One of his pages leapt up behind, and the 
horse carried them both safely across — ^a distance of two 
miles — but the Duke killed the page for endangering his life. 

2. A letter of Horace Walpole says that at Gloucester 
Cathedral, in 1753, was a small pew by the high altar 
with green damask hangings, containing a small painted, 
carved, and gilt comer-cupboard for books, and two troughs 
of a birdcage with seeds and water. It belonged to a 
Mrs. Cotton, who thought that her deceased daughter's 
soul had passed into the body of a robin. 

3. It was a barbarous custom at Terracina for a young 
man, on certain very solemn occasions, to sacrifice himself 
to Apollo by throwing himself from a precipice into the 
sea. During the persecution of Diocletian, a.d. 300, Cor- 
nelius, a deacon from AMca, having denounced this 
abominable superstition, was accused by the priest of 
Apollo before the governor, who caused him to be put in 
a sack and thrown into the sea with a Christian priest 
named Lucian. 
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4. A widower being informed by his servant, who 
slept in the same room with him, that his late wife came 
to his bedside in the night when he was asleep, remained 
awake one night, saw and spoke to her, when she in- 
formed him that she died because of his swearing, and 
promised that if he abstained from a certain oath she 
would come back to him. He promised to do so, and she 
stayed with him, and lived with him as his wife, and bore 
children to him. But one evening after supper she went 
to fetch something out of his chest, and staying long, her 
husband forgot himself, and swore the proscribed oath, 
upon which she vanished, and, on searching for her, they 
found only her gown lying half in and half out of the 
chest. 

5. Boswell says that she was the wife of one of the 
Lords of Session in Scotland, a man of the very first blood 
of his country, and that for reasons never known she was 
seized and conveyed to St. Kilda, where she was kept 
prisoner, with a woman to wait on her; and Laue Bu- 
chanan says that an old woman who waited on her there 
says she spent her time in weeping and throwing letters 
into the sea wrapped round pieces of cork and bound with 
yarn, in the hope that one might be found and conveyed 
to her Mends. Boswell says that she managed at last to 
send a letter to a friend in Edinburgh by the daughter of 
a catechist, who hid it in a clue of yam, and that a ship 
was sent off from Edinburgh to her, but that the design 
was discovered and the lady removed to Herries, where 
she died. Lane Buchanan says that a courier was sent 
by her enemies overland, who arrived at St. Kilda before 
the ship, and that she was dead when it arrived; and 
adds that although the minister and his wife were brought 
to Edinburgh jbo tell how it happened, they were so afraid 
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of offending their powerful neighbours that nothing would 
induce them to do so. 

6. Kelson, when commanding the ^ Boreas/ sighted a 
French frigate which had been specially sent from Mar- 
tinico to make a survey of our sugar islands. In order to 
prevent this he followed her to St. Eustatia, where he was 
invited by the governor to meet the French officers at 
dinner. He then assured the captain that, hearing he 
meant to honour the British possessions with a visit, he 
had hastened to accompany him in H.M. ship * Boreas.' 
The French captain protested against giving him so much 
trouble ; but Nelson followed him so closely that he was 
obliged to give up his design. 

7. Certain Japanese penitents think it their duty to 
traverse a mountainous and desert country inhabited by 
€k pitiless order of anchorites, who make them prac- 
tise the most shocking austerities, and, if they disobey in 
the least particular, make them hang by the hands to a 
branch of a tree overhanging a precipice till they drop 
from weakness. This is but the introduction to a disci- 
pline of incredible fatigue and danger, after which they 
have to spend a whole day and night upon a plain with 
their hands across and their faces on their knees. If 
they show a sign of pain, or move, they are soundly bas- 
tinadoed, and in this position they are to recollect every 
sin of the past year. Then each pilgrim marches to a 
steep rock, and is placed in one of a large pair of scales 
hanging over the precipice, the other scale being weighted 
to balance him. There, hanging in the air, he must con- 
fess every sin in an audible voice, and if he makes the 
least mistake, however unintentional, he is jerked out of 
the scale and dashed to pieces. Those who escape, 8 "' 
worshipping the local deity and recompensing the? 
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fessor, go to another pa^goda, where they complete their 
devotions and spend several days in public shows and 
other amusements. 

8. Bobin Hood, feeling his strength flEul him, told 
Little John that he would go to his cousin at Kirkley HaJl 
to be bled. He went alone, and his cousin took him into 
a room, and she opened a vein in his arm and locked him 
in, and lefb him to bleed to death. He bled till the next 
day at noon, when he tried to get out of the casement, 
but was too weak to leap. He then took his bugle horn 
and blew three weak blasts, which were heard by Little 
John, who, fearing from the weariness of the sound that 
he was dying, hastened to Kirkley and broke his way to 
Bobin Hood. Then he fell on his knee and begged as a 
boon that he might bum Kirkley Hall and all within ; 
but Bobin Hood would not grant it, saying that he had 
never hurt a woman or a man in her company, nor would 
he now he was dying ; but he asked for his bow, and shot 
an arrow out of the window, bidding Little John bury 
him where it fell, with his bow at his side, and with a 
green sod at his head and another at his feet. 

9. The * Annie Verdin * was American-built, registered 
at Philadelphia, three years old, and registered A 1^ at 
the American Shipmasters' Association, New York. She 
left Philadelphia with a cargo of coal on the 9th of Oc- 
tober, bound to Galveston, Texas, and had a crew of eight, 
including the master, who had a certificate o^ competency 
from the same Association. 

At 2 P.M. on the 19th, the weather being threatening, 
Gun Cay bearing north 12 miles, the captain decided to 
run for an anchorage, and at 7 p.m. the ship was anchored 
in five fathoms, Gt. Isaac's Light bearing N. by E. ^ E., 
about 4 or 5 miles distant. A strong gale, but steady. 
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was blowing from E. by S. Both anchors were let go, 
with 60 fathoms of chain on each. 

At 11 P.M. the wind had increased to a hurricane, and 
the ship began to drag. The kedge anchor was let go, 
and brought her up for about an hour. At 12.30 the 
starboard cable and kedge hawser parted, and she dragged 
out to sea for an hour and a half, when she was laid to 
under a reefed spanker with her head southward. 

Between two and three o'clock a.m. of the 20th the 
rudder-head was found to be wrung off to such an extent 
that the vessel was unmanageable. Neither land nor the 
Great Isaac Light was in sight. At 11.30 they sighted a 
schooner on shore, and the master tried to keep the vessel 
off, setting reefed mainsail, forestaysail, and main jib, and 
shipping the cables. But the jib was soon blown away, 
and the ship, being unmanageable, as the rudder was 
useless, drifted on the Wood Cay Bar, near Settlement 
!Point, at the western end of Grand Bahama. 

When all hope of saving the ship was over, the captain 
cut the halyards and let the sails run down, and ordered 
the men into the rigging. But two of them got into the 
boat against his order and cut her away. This was their 
only boat, and was large enough to have saved all ; but 
they probably intended to make for the nearest land — a 
most dangerous proceeding — and fears are entertained of 
their safety. 

At 7 A.M. Capt. Hannah boarded the wreck in his 
boat, and was followed soon after by his vessel, and the 
master and the rest of the crew were saved. 

Exercises (I). 

1. When admiring a machine you properly ascribe 
praise to its inventor, and therefore in praising men 
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their works of art you should praise God more, who 
created the being capable of executing them. 

[This appears to be the nearest approach to sense which 
can be made of this passage, but it is obvious that if the 
man is a mere machine he does not deserve any praise at 
all, and that if he is not a mere machine the illustration 
does not hold water.] 

2. The author suggests that a bright conception of his 
may have been produced or instigated by the elec- 
tricity with which the air was charged after a thunder- 
storm, on the theory that the lungs feed the brain 
with nervous force ; that nervous force is identical with 
the galvanic fluid, and the galvanic fluid with the electric 
fluid. 

3. The author compares the views of Eowe and John- 
son as to whether Shakespeare's best work was the pro- 
duction of his youth or age. Bowe contends that there 
is so much more nature than art in his work that his 
earliest productions are likely to be his best, on account of 
their superior vigour, but Johnson points out that nature 
gives no man knowledge, and that the longer he lived the 
more he would know, and so have more and better mate- 
rials for his ' natural genius ' to work up. The author, 
however, thinks that though Johnson exposed the fault 
of Kowe's reasoning, he gave too much importance to the 
collection of materials and too little to the growth of the 
power of shaping and combining them ; that this mental 
growth requires time for maturity, especially in an opu- 
lent nature like Shakespeare's, where many capacities 
must lie comparatively latent till they are called into full 
energy by widening experience and the exigencies of his 
art. 

4. Foster writes of Decision of Character with evident 
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admiration, but he does not, like some of the spasmodic 
school, set it up as a virtue in itself apart from its object ; 
yet he omits to notice its tendency to develope a class of 
faults opposite to those of indecision, such as doggedness. 
He also omits to say, in his excellent advice to undecided 
persons, that indecision is often connected with the fear of 
man; that half the world are as cowardly as ourselves, 
and will give way if we take the initiative. 

5. Pride is a subtle enemy of the soul, that wlQ dis- 
guise itself as humility if you try to discover it in yourself 
by self-examination. You should therefcNre fix your mind 
on things greater and nobler than yourself, by which 
means only you can gauge your own littleness. 

6. The author, in reviewing his book, the composition 
of which has been spread over twenty years, reflects on 
the many allusions both to public af&irs and his own 
domestic circle which have become out of date. That 
circle is broken up, and many of the brightest passages 
are now painful to him ; but he has not altered a line, on 
the ground that any alterations would become in their 
turn out of date in course of time. 

He determines to remain unknown, and points out 
that an author cannot be discovered by his personal cha- 
racteristics, and must be unskilful if he cannot sufficiently 
disguise his style to defy detection. The only way his 
secret could be betrayed is through his friends, but he is 
confident of their fidelity. 

7. The man with a strong wiQ is like a rock in the 
midst of the sea, that cannot be shaken or moved. He 
suffers, but not for long; calamity may assail him 
furiously, but cannot confound him ; the world's derision 
is nothing to him, and though he may feel deeply he can- 
not be injured. But the man who allows his will to b 
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corrupted by temptation spends a spiritual life of ever-in- 
creasing suffering. Kow desiring to do right, and now 
sliding back, he grows weaker and weaker, like one who 
under a blinding sun hopelessly struggles to cross an infi- 
nite desert to the city which he just sees shining in a 
crevice of the distant mountain. 

8. The last fruit of friendship is acting for him, when 
he cannot act for himself. A friend can carry out his 
wishes after his death, or in a place where himself cannot 
be, A friend can do things which it is not fitting he 
should do himself, and speak in characters which tie 
cannot properly assume. 

9. The poet bids the i-edbreast go and listen to his 
mistress while she is singing, so that by learning her art 
he may eclipse all the other birds. 

The poet expresses the charm of the redbreast's song 
in winter, and how it touches him to see the bird singing, 
as it were, to earn the crumbs which he throws to him, 
which reminds him of the many times he has been forced to 
earn his supper by telling tales to peasants. 

10. The poet, on reaching his twenty-third year, sadly 
contrasts the little progress he has made compared with 
others whose minds have been matured more rapidly, but 
consoles himself by thinking that his growth is regulated 
by God for the special purpose of his life. 

11. The poet defies the powers of absence to alter the 
love of himself and his mistress, and praises it for the 
power it gives him of kissing her (in imagination). 

12. The Duke bids Claudio to give up the hope which 
he has of pardon, as, whichever comes, life or death, it will 
be made sweeter thereby, and urges him to dwell on the 
worthlessness of life and the unreality of its pleasures, 
the inevitability of death and the folly of fearing it ; for 
which Claudio thanks him, and resolves to expect death* 
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13. Heading and understanding are not the same. It 
is only by thinking that we acquire knowledge. We 
should meditate upon and examine the arguments of all 
that we read. Otherwise the memory may be stored, but 
the judgment is untrained, and our stock of knowledge 
useless. Some read to find arguments in favour of their 
views, and wilfully exclude themselves from truth ; others 
are inattentive and idle — ^generally the mind is slow to 
take the trouble to master what it reads. But this is 
necessary if you wish to train the understanding, and not 
only to be able to talk. Progress in knowledge will seem 
slow at first, but when the mind has acquired the habit it 
will be swift and certain, and reading, instead of a task, 
will become a delightful exercise of the mind. 

14. When a child, the beauty of the earth appeared to 
the poet as a glorious celestial dream ; but, though he 
knows how beautiful it is, the glory has departed. The glad 
sights and sounds of spring suggested these thoughts and 
made him sad, but by uttering his grief he has relieved 
his heart and is ready to join in the general joy. He 
does so ; but, while merging his personality in the uni- 
versal rejoicing, little things — a tree or a flower — will 
suggest something that is gone, and force him to ask where 
the glory that roused his early rapture has departed. 

He answers it is the glory of heaven, fix)m which we 
came, and which clings to us still for a little while in this 
world, to be gradually lost, as the boy grows to the man. 

Earth tries to make her children foi^t what they 
have lost. The child begins by imitating all he sees ; and 
the poet asks him why he thus hastens the inevitable action 
of time, and rejoices that he cannot quite efface the memoiy 
of that gloiy which lives with him so short a while. 

The poet then expresses his perpetual thanks and 
praise for these intimations of an earlier and more blessed 
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existence— the source of his highest knowledge and noblest 
delight, and the truest assurance of immortality. 

So he gives himself up to the gladness of the season. 
Though nothing can bring back the childish rapture, he 
can enjoy the primal sympathy with all creation, the hopes 
bom of the sufferings of men, the faith in the happiness 
after death, the reasonable calm of age. 

The poet ends by expressing his unutterable love for 
nature, and enjoyment of her beauty ; but to one who has 
lived so long, and is near his end, nature is full of solemn 
suggestions sobering the gay tints of sunset, and of tender 
human memories which make the meanest flower pregnant 
with ^ thoughts that do often lie too deep for tears.' 

15, Our religion teaches us that under the moral 
government of God we are in a state of probation, i.e. our 
happiness hereafter is dependent upon our actions here, and 
that we are subject to dangers through temptation. 

And as the moral government of God implies a state 
of trial for us with regard to the future world, so the 
natural government of God implies one with regard to 
this world. And we find, accordingly, that our happineiss 
here is dependent to a great extent upon our actions, and 
that we are subject to avoidable temptations and dangers 
which imperil that happiness. So that we are in a state of 
trial in our natural capacity analogous to oiu* moral triaL
